The road to the top in any field is 
usually hard, long and beset with ob- 
stacles of all kinds. It takes people 
with great determination, a will to 
succeed and a dauntless spirit to make 
the grade. No four lads that we know 
of have made this long, tough trip 
with greater success than — The Four 
Lads. They’re still stunned by the wild 
applause of appreciative audiences of- 
fering claps and whistles of enthusiasm 
to their performances, but the boys ac- 
cept the tribute gratefully.

The Four Lads headed for New York, 
an audition — and they were soon on 
their way. Columbia Records signed 
them up but did not at first use their 
solo talents. The Four Lads were the 
voices that blended so well behind the 
Johnnie Ray record sensation, “Cry” 
and “The Little White Cloud That 
Cried.” The. big wigs: were so im- 
pressed that “single sides” by the four 
were soon issued, The Columbia execs 
never regretted that move. Check the 
Lads’ list of million sellers, “Moments 
To Remember” and “No Not Much.” 
Watch their latest, “My Little Angel,” 


backed with “Standing On The Cor- — 


ner.” It wouldn’t surprise us if they, 
too, were million sellers. 


The reasons they’re such big smashes 
and still only lads (four of them) we’ve 
tried to impress upon you. With. their 
gifts for singing, it isn’t at all unusual 
that they hit the top in such order. 
However, the fact that they seem to 
improve with each new side is some- 
thing a little different. Often, when a 
star makes the big time — and starts 
earning big money — he has a ten- 
dency to relax.

When listeners are asked why they 
enjoy Ed’s show, they will say, “He 
gives us the music we like with very 
few interruptions.” 


Although Ed is booked solid with 
commercials, he makes it his business 
to keep his commercials to the point, 
delivering his sponsor’s message within 
a limit of time, and getting back to the 
music. So we can say that Ed achieves 
the middle road, giving the sponsor the 
proper exposure without taking away 
from the enjoyment of the show 

Ed was born in Roxbury, Mass., but 
while still young his family moved to 
New Jersey. When he was barely old 
enough, he joined the Navy, serving as 
a pharmacists’ mate. After three and 
a half years, 27 months of which were 
spent overseas in the Pacific, Ed de- 
cided to settle in Burbank, California. 


There he decided to go to work for 
the fire department. In his spare time 
he went to radio announcing school. 
When he graduated, he looked for a 
job in radio and received his first ap- 
pointment at a station in Idaho Falls, 
Idaho. When the Idaho Falls Russets, 
a Chicago farm team, offered him a 
contract to play professional baseball, 
he decided to try it. It was a hard 
grind, and after a while he decided to 
get back into radio. 

Lynchburg, Virginia, was Ed’s next 
stop, as far as radio was concerned. 
Then came WVNJ and WNJR, in 
Newark, and in April of 1951 he ar- 
rived in St. Louis.

Snooky Lanson’s first name _ is 
actually Roy, but don’t feel sorry for 
him. He really prefers to be called 
Snooky. The boyish-looking,~ russet- 
haired singing star of “Your Hit Par- 
ade” (NBC-TV, Saturday nights at 
10:30 p.m. EST) got the nickname be- 
fore he was old enough to do much 
about it — at the age of two! Back 
home in Memphis, where he was born 
March 29, 1919, the “hit parade” rage 
of the day was Irving Berlin’s “All 
Night Long They Call Me Snooky 
Ookums.” Everybody was humming the 
tune, and Mrs. Lanson thought it was 
cute enough to use as a nickname for 
her son. 

Despite the usual hazing, the nick- 
name stuck-and Snooky decided he 
wouldn’t change it for anyone. At the 
age of seven he sang for pennies on a 
Memphis street corner and when he 
was a bit older, still older boys used 
to take him along in the rumble seat 
of the car to croon soft ditties — to 
get their dates in the proper mood. He 
was the forerunner of today’s car ra- 
dio! He also sang in St. Patrick’s 
Church Choir and sang so loud they 
made him soloist! 

In 1934, still in high school, he got 
zot his first professional singing job 
at WSM, Nashville. The management 
thought Snooky wasn’t the proper 
name for a new vocalist, but he in- 
sisted and almost lost the job. One 
night at.a dance, Snooky met a lovely 


zirl named “lorence Appleby. She later © 


zonfessed she thought he was sneezing 


when he introduced himself! After they + 
were married, Snooky decided to give 


up singing for a more substantial live- 
lihood — an auto salesman. He got 
fired because half the time he ‘didn’t 
answer to the name “Roy” and thus 
left customers waiting Jn the floor.

Earlier Snooky had been a semi-pro 
fighter (40 fights without being kay- 
oed) and a pretty good baseball player 
(in school he batted .333), but now he 
decided to go back into singing. His 
first break came when he auditioned 
for Ray Noble, got the job and ap- 
peared with Ray cn the Chase and 
Sanborn Hour, as well as touring with 
him. (His dise of. “By The Light Of 
The Silvery Moon” with Noble sold 1% 
million copies!) Noble broke up his 
band when war broke out and Snooky 
joined Al Donahue. When the Ted 
Weems band joined the Navy as a 
unit, Snooky went with them and wound 
up as a Chief Gunners Mate (Band- 
master). 


When. Lanson joined “Your Hit 
Parade” in 1950, “the powers” raised 
an eyebrow at the name Snooky, and 
he had to sell it- all over again. Snooky 
mentioned casually that it hadn’t 
seemed to hurt Bing Crosby’s career 
to have an odd nickname. They agreed 
to hire him, if he kept the nickname! 


The Lanson’s live in a comfortable 
home in suburban Hartsdale, N. Y. 
They have two children: Ernie. (ten) 
and Beth (seven). Snooky relaxes be- 
tween his rugged TV rehearsal sched- 
ule and Dot recording schedule by 
fishing and playing baseball with his 
son and the neighborhood kids.

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There are several versions which at- 
tempt to explain how this leader- 
musician of old-time polkas came to be 
known as “Whoopee John.” Some say 
the nickname marks back to the early 
days of his career, when he and his 
little group frequently travelled miles 
and miles of back-country roads to 
play at wedding dances and parties. 
People would await his arrival an- 
xiously, for without his music the fes- 
tivities couldn’t begin. A lookout would 
be posted, and when the musicians were 
sighted, he would shout: “Whoopee! 
Here comes John!” Others claim. the 
name was merely the result of the 
spontaneous exclamation of those who 
saw, for the first time, the gay, gaudy 
Tyrolean costume he wears when fill- 
ing an engagement. The clothes were 
so colorful and provocative that people 
would exclaim in delighted surprise: 
“Whoopee!” But however the nick- 
name originated, “Whoopee John” has 
become a by-word and a synonym, 
throughout rural America, for good fun 
and good old-time dance music. 


Perhaps one of the most valid rea- 
sons why John is so popular, musically, 
is because of the fact that his work is 
an authentic by-product of his own 
background. John’s parents were 
pioneer farmers who immigrated from 
Austria’s Black. Forest to Minnesota’s 
rich farming lands. Here he grew up 
with the immigrant-influenced folk 
musie of the country which gave him 
the desire to form his own band. 


The band includes three reeds, three 
brass, bass, drums and piano. In addi- 
tion to numerous personal appearance 
engagements, he leads his band through 
a Sunday half-hour broadcast over 
Radio Station WTCN, Minneapolis, and 
during the past several years has con- 
sistently held “Hooper” ratings of first, 
second, or third place among all Sun- 
day network or local daytime programs. 


John’s new disc on Decca is “Little 
Bad Boy Polka,” backed with “It Took 
Me All Night To Get Home Last 
Night.” His ( 
signed to amplify the appeal of folk 
music; many of his arrangements are 
original tunes, The novelty treatment 
is never overdone. Proof of that is the 
tremendous ovation which is invariably 
a part of a “Whoopee John” appear- 


ance. Connoisseurs agree that John’s | 
style is entirely different from that of | 


any other popular old-time dance mu- 
siciar. That style is one which he has 
made peculiarly his own.
